To
the su and indignation of ‘those pres-
ent on the day of sale, the wife and her
children were put up and sold without the
liwsband and father. It was discoverad,
however, that this was doneat Lhe instauce
of Mr. Sumner, who was'interesled as one
of the distributors, and it was understood
that he had procured it with the view of
buying the husbaud aud extending to lim
gpecial favors, He did buy bim'at a redue-
el price. Ddt, soon -aller the sale, M,
Sumner was found wmnking efforts (o sell
bim at an advanced prico to any onoe that
would purchase. No one would allow Lim
(o vonsummate his speculation, and he fi-
wally applied to the Fcnl.lom:m who had
